Sagamore \V. A. ('radi-r, and 
Hon. K. T. Crowe, were all great - 
ly enjoyed, and the beauties of 
the noble order were portrayed 
in true style. 

The Red Men's Band of this 
city had the distinguighed honor 
Of furnishing the music for the 
occasion, and did it in a very 
Creditable manner.
